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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: specification does not disclose support for the 
method of treatments as presently claimed. There is no data and/or guidance how hundreds of thousands of compounds covered by 
formula in claim 1 can be sucessfully used for the treatment of all the diseases. The data disclosed on page 33 of the specification are for 
vitamin D compounds containing 25-oxazoles where compound 16 HhKF 3 at dose ratio for differentiation induction in HL 60 1 .3 and 
compound 14 has KF 2 at dose ratio 1 .9. This data does not explain how all the compounds as presently claimed which have very 
different side chains can be used for various types of cancer, skin and other diseases. 

These compounds containing 25-oxazole and their methods of use were allowed in parent case. 

Jones et al. (reference enclosed) discloses calcitriol and various vitamin D analogues for the treatment of bone diseases, psoriasis and 
cancer, see table 1 on page 299. The reference teaches that vitamin D analogues having specific side chains are known for specific 
target diseases, for example calcitriol for psoriasis, marketd by Roche; ST-630 for the treatment of osteoporosis and hypoparathyroidism 
marketed by Sumitomo-Taisho, Ro 23-7553 for the treatment of leukemia marketed by Roche. 

Rejection on record is maintained for the same reasons as set forth in our previous office action.. 
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
